Washington—Within the next 


few months there will be drastic 
changes in America's veterans or- 
ganizations. 


For the first time, veterans of 


World war II will take over lead- 
ership of the American Legion 
and the Veterans of Foreign Wars. 


And a merger of Amvets and 


the American Veterans Commit- 
tee, which is in the wind, stands 
a good chance of being accom- 
plished. 


Probably the mos* important re- 


sult of these changes is a possible 
death blow to the expensive pen- 
sion plans which were defeated in 
the 81st congress and which would 
have been of most immediate bene- 
fit to World war I veterans. 


Newest and most surpiismg de- 


velopment is the possible merger 
of AVC and Amvets, the only 
strictly World war II vet organ- 
izations still surviving.

That 'Wicked1 Old Profit Motive 


One of the most intelligent discussions of what socialism 


can do'to a nation has been written by Dorothy Thompson 
in a newspaper column. It deals specifically with the Brit sh 
situation, but what is true there is also true m all uie totali- 
tarian economies. 


"The present practical confiscation of profits stops the 


building of new capital, interest in profits is killed, and wages 
interest and dividends are knocked away," writes Miss 
Thompson 
"Actually, not production, but production costs 


are rewarded. The businessman is interested to raise, not 
lower, costs in order to make the net taxable revenue small, 
not large ... 
"Socialist planning always shows its worst failures, not 


in production figures, but in the price level. The enterpriser, 
exchanging profits for security, in the form of fixed prices 
and subsidies, stops caring about costs . . . A rigid economy 
follows, in regard to all the elements of production, which 
shows inelasticity in responding to consumers shifts . . . 


"No one can accuse Socialists of the wicked 'profit mo- 


tive ' ~ They genuinely desire 'the welfare of the masses. But 
this" righteousness regarding their own motives induces a pe- 
culiarly irritating smugness, blinding them to the fact that 
'noble' bureaucratic costs can greatly exceed wicked profits 
and that the welfare of the masses has to demonstrate itself 
by facts, not theories:'' 


We are being urged to follow much the same path that 


Britain has chosen. A determined campaign is on to nation- 
alize industry, as in the case of light and power. An equally 
determined campaign would have us accept a compulsory 
health insurance scheme that differs only in detail from Eng- 
land's enormously costly experiment in this field. The ad- 
vocates of cradle-to-the-grave security—at a cost which no 
one can estimate—are beating the drams througnout-the 
land 
And, in spite of the tremendous burden of taxation 


that'stifles our initiative, no real effort has been made to cut 
the cost of government. 


Every socialist or communist proposal is based on the 


appealing fiction that by eliminating profit we will advance 
the welfare of the masses. Yet, in every case, precisely the 
opposite result has been achieved. It is not an accident that 
our high wages and high living standards have been gamed 
under the profit system. The system has its faults—but so- 
cialism, as the record proves, has infinitely more and some 
of them are beyond correction. 


A Challenge for 'Me-Tooers1 


Guy Gabrielson, newly elected chairman of the Repub- 


lican National committee, hasn't had time to sketch even the 
bare outlines of a new program for the GOP in coming elec- 
tion campaigns. But he has managed to say he will try to 
avoid "me-tooism." 


That is a hopeful sign. If Gabrielson can help his party 


to find the elements of political philosophy which is not only 
distinct from that of the Democratic party but appealing to 
voters, he will have done more than his share as chairman. 


Past chairmen have tended to focus on campaign tactics 


in particular senate and house races around the country. In 
so "doing-, they have largely ignored the overall strategy 
which can come only from' a well-conceived philisophy of 
fcnvernment. That lack has probably been a big factor in the 
UOP's repeated downfall in presidential years. 


No one can think the matter out for them; they must do 


it themselves. The sooner they start, the better. 


That is Gabrielson's challenge: not simplv to win enough 


plat-es to capture control of congress for the Republicans, but 
to help them find a cause that enough people can believe in 
to wish to see its chief advocate in the White House in 1952.

If congress tries to clean up it« unfinished busi- 


ness, it may never get home. The slow-moving 
81st in July passed only 38 public bills, making 
them law. 
The senate completed action on 16 and 


the House on 22, to make this poor showing. It 
brought the total number of public laws enacted 
this year to -192. Last year congress had enacted 
505 laws in the regular session ending early in June- 
This gives an idea of how far behind the 81st con- 
gress is this year. 
Senate committees by Aug. 1 had reported out 


900 measures and passed 659. The house had re- 
ported out 1089 ad passed 1016. 
But these ac- 


tions in less than 200 instances covered the same 
measures. There is no co-ordination of calendars. 
In the meantime, the backlog of new legislation in- 
troduced is piling up to nearly 3,000 bills in the sen- 
ate and nearly 7,000 in the house. Nothing is going 
to be done about 95 per cent of these measures.

Record-Breaker 


Second of the 10 high-altitude experimental 


rockets being built for the Navy by the Martin com- 
pany will be launched soon at White Sands, N. M. 
It is expected to break the record set by the first 
American-built rocket, which was fired last May. 
Its flight lasted six minutes, reached a height of 
511-. miles and a maximum speed of 2250 miles an 
hour. Its internal controls worked perfectly and it 
came down 10 miles from launching platform. 


Mam function of these rockets is research. 


They are designed as an improvement over German 
V-2 rockets. They are 45 feet long, weigh five tons, 
and burn a combination of liquid oxygen and al- 
cohol as fuel. 
Ultimate objective is to reach a 


height of 200 miles, to measure and transmit back 
to earth by radio information on upper atmosphere.

Lee Bruington, DAR executive secretary, has been 
made head of the new campaign, said to be backed 
by "the American Coalition" of 85 patriotic socie- 
ties. Objective is to stop growth of the world fed- 
eration idea. 
Twenty-two state legislatures have 


now passed resolutions endorsing world federation 
as a course leading towards peace. 


Two resolutions supporting world federation 


principles have been introduced in congress. One 
of them—the Cord Meyer, Jr., resolution—intro- 
duced by 19 senators and 103 congressmen, merely 
approves the world federation principle. The other 
—the Clarence Streit resolution—introduced by 18 
senators and four congressman, would call on the 
president to summon a conference of North Atlantic

Airlift Aftermath 


About a third of the 336 Military Air Transport 


planes assigned to the Berlin airlift may have to be 
replaced, having been worn out in service. 
During 


the 13-month airlift operation—in which nearly 88,- 
000.000 miles were logged at a t»tal cost of $246,- 
000,000—planes were flown back to the United 
States for complete reconditioning after every 1.000 
hours in the air. 
On the average, after 10 such 


reconditionmgs, planes have to be scrapped They 
don't even have salvage value. 


As Operation Vittels is now ending, the planes 


are being flown back to the United States. Only 
190 have so far been designated for reassignment 
to other service, after reconditioning. It will fake 
six months to get all these planes overhauled. Thir- 
ty-five planes—roughly 10 per cent of those as- 
signed to the airlift—crashed during operations in 
Germany.

Farm Products Prices May 


Tumble Soon, Experts Say 


Washington. Aug. 13— (AP)— 


The price advantage fanners have 
enjoyed since late 1941 may turn 
into a disadvantage within a few 
months. 


So predicted agriculture depart- 


ment economists today as they 
eyed prospective bumper crops to 
be harvested in the fall and a 
sharply increasing supply of pork 
due to hit butcher shops in a 
month or so. 


These seasonally increasing sup- 


plies of farm products are ex- 
pected to pull down prices of 
many products. 


Parity Is 


The department has a standard 


for measuring farm prices. It is 
called "parity." When prices are 
at the level of this standard, they 
are deemed to be equally fair to 


prices reached a record peak of 33 
per cent above the parity level. 
Then as postwar world shortages 
began to disappear, farm prices 
started downward. 


Last month's level is the lowest 


since December, 1941. Officials 
expect prices to fall below the 
parity point by late fall if present 
crop 
production 
prospects 
are 


borne out. 


Not all individual farm com- 


modities have followed the pattern 
of the general farm price level. 
Each product tends to move more 
or less independently, 
depending 


on supply and demand.

Washington. Aug. 13—(AP) — 


It's a little bit like living in a 
dream 
Dressed for summer, men and 


women stroll the streets of Wash- 
ington and Moscow, talking, look- 
in-* in the shop windows. 


They'd like a little more money, 


iraybe, and some- more comforts 
and they'd like to live a long 
time. 
Particularly, they'd like to live 


a long time. But somehow they've 
been caught up in something, an 
age-old something: 


The 
conflict 
between people. 


ideas, desires, politics, economics, 
power. 


And while they walk the streets, 


laughing in the sun, their officials 
are in "buildings in Washington 
and Moscow, talking. 


The officials, in 
uniforms 
or 


civilian clothes, are planning and 
they're talking of death, death 
that seems remote now, in the 
future, but still death. 


Talks a Secret 


What the officials in the Moscow 


buildings are saying the people 
on the streets there don't know. 
They're not told. 


But jet fighters shott overhead. 


And you can be sure the things 
the Moscow officials talk about 
are not much different from the 
things the Washington officials 
talk about. 


There's the atomic bomb, which 


the Russians are trying to make 
or maybe have made. 


And here airforce officials tell 


a committee of congress about the 


B-36 


It can travel 8,000 miles, it can 


fly at 40,000 feet, in an overcast 
at 40,000 feet jet fighters can't 
stop it, and it can carry atom 
bombs. 


Beauty of A-Bomb 


The beauty of the atom bomb, 


the airforce men say, although 
they don't refer to it as beauty, 
is this: 


When

bombs on a city, they have to go 
back every few weeks to drop 
some more to prevent rebuilding. 
But when they 
drop 
an 
atom 


bomb they don't have to return 
for a long, long time. 


And there's the little business 


of" arms.

tells congress, it's important to 
equip the French army in case 
of Attack. 
Of the utmost im 


portance, the general says. 


And the Russians are probably 


talking about what an atom bomb 
could do to Washington, or Paris 
and they're probably talking about 
a plane" like the B-36 that could 
carry the bomb overseas. 


Only a short time ago they let 


loose" a dazzling pack of jet 
planes over Moscow 


But the sun is shining. Death 


seems far away. And the men and 
women, dressed for summer, stroll 
'the streets. Life is like a tiger in 
their blood. They hope it never is 
subdued.
